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The Lombartzyde attack began on July 10, 
end the third battle of Ypres on July Slst. 

On the greater part of the front of the main 
attack the resistance of the Germen infantry 
was quickly overcome, and rapid progress was 
mrade. The dificult country east of Ypres, 
where the Menin road crosses the crest of the 
Wytéchaete-Passchendaele Ridge, formed, how- 
ever, the key to the enemy's position, and here 
the most determined opposition was en- 
countered. None the less, the attacking 
brigades, including a number of Lancashire 
battalions, regiments from all parts of Eng- 
land, and a few Scottish and Irish battalions, 
fought their way steadily forward. 

Farther north British and French troops 
earried the whole of the firse German trench 
system with scarcely a check, and proceeded, 
in accordance with the time-table, to the as- 
sault of the enemy's second line of defence. 

RESULTS OF FIRST DAY. 

At the end of the day, therefore, our troops 
on the Fifth Army front had carried the Ger- 
man first system of defence south of Westhoek. 

On our left flank our Allics had admirably 
completed the important task allotted to them. 
Close touch had been kept with the British 
troops en their right throughout the day. All 
and more than all thejr objectives had been 
gained rapidly and at exceptionally light cost, 
and the dank of the Allied advance had been 
effectively secured. 

Over 6,100 prisoners, including 135 .officers, 
were captured by us in this battle. In addition 
to our gains in prisoners and ground, we also 
captured some 25 guns, while a furthersnumber 
of prisoners and guns were taken by ou Allies.

of these men. I[ was told that it was quite ' 
impossible to find any competent men for this | 
purpose.

All the above are possessed of separate 
organisations, with their experts and advisers, 
and I imagine that a good deal of money has | 
been, and is being, spent in devising schemes, 
but very little on planting trees or in educating 
the youth in rural Ireland how to plant trees. 

Would it not be possible to establish some 
co-ordination among all these departments and 
let us get to business? I can remember thirty 
years of talk on the subject. Thirty-two years 
ago IT planted a small wood on a mountain- 
side in County Tipperary at a cost of £6 10s 
an acre. Last year I harvested the crop for 
£100 an acre. The land was of little value for 
any other purpose but forestry I am well 
satisfied with my profit, and only wish I had 
the means at the time of planting 1,000 acres. 

If a generation ago the Government had laid 
out one million pounds on re-efforestation in 
Ireland, when we had a surplus population who 
were @tarving in the winter-time, there might 
now be seventeen million tons of pit-props avail- 
able in Ireland for winning coal and for war
